You can paint lovely pictures with Iris and at a cost to suit your pocketbook. 
The beauty and color contrast of established Iris plants in full bloom is amazing. 
Once planted, they will grow and increase in your garden, becoming more gorgeous 


each season. 
together. 


Whatever you wish to develop—a 
simple perennial border, or a complete 
landscaping of the home grounds, — 
prepare a plan. Arrange your material 
as you expect it to appear when full 
grown. Do not crowd. Your plants 
need room to breathe. Figure on groups 
of three or six rhizomes of each variety 
spaced eight to twelve inches apart and 
arranged in the form of triangles, and 
be sure they all point in the same di- 
rection. In this way you avoid open 
spaces in your color pattern and each 
group becomes a unit of design. 


By the second year you should have 
abundant color in each unit. Mix your 
colors well and be sure to have plenty 
of cream, yellow, pink and light blends 
to warm up your picture. Now adda 
few white, blue, red and brown for de- 
sirable contrasts and there you have it. 
Always remember, the ratio of the 
lighter colors should be about three to

You and your friends are most cordially invited to visit our display gardens 


during the period of bloom and browse as long as you wish. There are about 500 
different varieties, mostly in well developed plant groups. The Dwarf Iris start 
blooming about April 25th and are followed by many of the Intermediate and 
Table Iris in early May. The Tall Bearded Iris should start blooming the last week 
of May and continue until about June 15th. Bring your camera. 


For best results—mass your color by planting groups of one variety 


one of the darker shades for pleasing re- 
sults. 


Oriental poppies, lupines, peonies, 
hemerocallis, veronica and many other 
perennials may be effectively combined 
with Iris to provide variations of form. 
Sometimes an edging border of pansies 
or alyssum proves very effective. 


LOCATION OF GARDENS 


Evans Iris Gardens are located in 
Mayfield Village which is about 15 miles 
east of Cleveland’s Public Square. 
From there follow U. S. Route 322 
(Mayfield Road) to State Route 91 (SOM 
Center Road). Go north about 1%4 
miles to Wilson Mills Road, then east 
150 yards. 


As Mr. Evans lives some 10 miles 
from the gardens, he may not always 
be around so it might be well to tele- 
phone or write so he can meet you.

WHAT IS A RHIZOME? 


A rhizome is not a root, but a sort of 
fleshy stem or root-stock that develops 
at ground level and sends roots down 
into the soil and grows an upright fan 
of leaves at one end. 

Rhizomes vary in size, depending 
some on parentage and other growth 
factors. Size of a rhizome is no guar- 
antee of outstanding stamina or ability 
to grow into a satisfactory plant. We 
could produce larger rhizomes by heavy 
feeding but the result might also de- 
velop a rhizome less firm and more 
susceptible to disease and rot.

NO DIGGING OF FLOWERING 
PLANTS 


As many have suggested, we could 
sell lots more Iris if we only would dig 
plants while in bloom. Like most Iris 
growers and plant specialists we only 
dig and deliver plants at the proper 
dormant or resting period. We start 
digging about one month after the 
blooming period, weather permitting. 


DWARF BEARDED IRIS 


These little aristocrats bloom with 
the earliest spring flowers. They may 
be used as edging for your perennial 
border, or combine well with prim- 
roses and daffodils. They are also ideal 
subjects for the rockery. 

We have divided our list into two 
groups: True Dwarf Iris— which in- 
cludes only those that meet the strict 
standards of the Dwarf Iris Society, 
and—Other Dwarf Iris—which includes 
all other low growing Iris fifteen inches 
high or less.
